Sidewalk Sale to Open Rodeo Weekend 


Cong. Omar B urleson’s weekly 
newsletter this week deals with the 
current furor over the A nti-B allis­ 
tic Missile system and the whole 
National Defense system . What had 
started out as a debate over a d e ­ 
fensive m issile system has turned 
into a controversy that could affect 
the very survival of our nation. 
As Burleson points out, many 
sincere people question the huge 
sums expended for m ilitary p u r­ 
poses and would use those funds for 
the many social reform s such as r e ­ 
building our decaying cities 
and 
providing a guaranteed income for 
those at the poverty level. 
Except for the out and out sub­ 
versives these people 
seemingly 
place their trust on the good inten­ 
tions of the Soviet Union and Red 
China, ra th e r than on our capability 
to defend against their possible ag­ 
gression. 
To us this seem s just about as 
logical as doing away with all of our 
police departm ents and hoping that 
the threat of crim e will disappear 
so that our cities can spend m ore 
money on welfare o r anything else 
that someone judges important. 
It seem s that a good number of 
the men in Congress want to e s ta b ­ 
lish " p rio ritie s ” to put welfare a - 
bove national defense. As Burleson 
points out these people that question 
the cost of m ilitary preparations 
never seem to w orry about the fi­ 
nancial condition of our Government 
but just w orry about their pet p ro ­ 
jects. 
There is no question but what a 
lot of money is wasted in our defense 
system and these w astes should be 
stopped but this does not mean that 
we should just abandon all defense 
preparedness. 
What these ivory tower thinkers 
never seem to realize is that even 
the poorest of the poor are better 
off now than they would be if this 
nation falls because of financial in­ 
solvency or because of an outside 
takeover. 
While there are many people in 
this nation that need help, they did 
not get in that condition overnight 
and their 
problems will 
not be 
solved overnight either. 
As long as the Soviets and the 
Chinese are spending as much as 
they are on m ilitary capabilities 
we had better keep our m ilitary 
house in order. 
It would appear 
safe to assum e that they are 
not 
spending this vast amount of money 
because they are afraid we are going 
to attack them. 
Living a sheltered life out in 
West Texas we just can not c o m ­ 
prehend the thinking of these people 
up north. Even the peacenik students 
do not bother us as much as do the 
people that are old enough to know 
better.
